W. L. Crawford, 38 years old, of

Pa ed, with John Gentry, 


of 184 
Bellwood avenue, also being held, as 
the result of a duel to the death 
waged in an automobile near the 
corner of Bellwood avenue and Ash- 
by street at 9:30 o’clock last night. 

Investigation by the police and de- 
tectives disclosed at a late hour last 
night that the participants of the 
fight were under the influence of 
liquor and that the trouble started 
in a scuffle between Crawford, Sr., 
ahd Leffew. 

According to the gist of stories by 
the principals, which differed in 
many particulars, the quartet had 
been riding in the automobile to- 
gether earlier in the evening and 
had been drinking together. Lef- 
few, who is being held without bond, 
Sr., started 
the. trouble when the automobile 
containing the two Crawfords and 
jentry stopped in front of the spot 
where he was sitting, at the corner 
of Bellwood avenue and Ashby 
street, at about 9:20 o’clock. This 
was several hours after the first 
ride ended, at which time all parties 
were on the friendliest of terms. 

Gaye Pistol te Gentry’s Wife. 

Leffew further stated that during 
the first ride he had taken a pistol 
away from Gentry and had given it 
afterwards to Gentry’s wife, telling 
her at the time to keep it as trouble 
might arise if her husband retained 
it. Mrs. Gentry denies having re- 


_ ceived a pistol, and further states 


that her husband did not possess a 
gun of any description. 

“When the car stopped in front 
of me,” stated Leffew, “they called 
me, and I walked up and stepped 
on the running board. As I did, 
somebody grabbed me around the 
neck and commenced beating me 
over the head. At first I thought it 
was in fun, but soon found out 
differently. It was just man to 
man then, and I took the gun 
away from somebody after it had 
been fired twice. I then took it 
on down to the Ashby Street Phar- 
macy and went on to Grady hos- 


pital.”

MINISTER CLAIMS 
HE CUT MOTORMAN 
IN SELF DEFENSE 


Rev. Val Turnipseed, a minister 
living at 59 English avenue, sur- 
rendered to the police Friday after- 
noon. He admitted having cut Mo- 
torman J. S. Lambert last Tuesday 
night, giving himself up on the 
advice of his attorney, J. O. Ewing. 

According to the story told by

T. B. Carder. Witnesses state Lam- 
bert went to the rear of the car and, 
after a few words, was attacked by 
aman who made his escape. 

Lambert, who was severely cut 
on the face and arm, was removed 
to Grady hospital, and, from reports 
received Friday, was resting well, 
his recovery being practically as- 
sured. 


Square Deal 
Kills Radicalism, 


Asserts Edison 


Inventor Says in the End 
There Will Prevail Just 
and Honest Basis for Re- 
lations Between Capital 
and Labor. 


New York, June 27.—The square 
deal is fatal to radicalism, Thomas 
A. Edison declared tonight at a din- 
ner given in his honor by dealers 
in the devices he invented. There 
can be no social revolution in the 
United States or Canada, he asserted, 
for the simple reason that our gov- 
ernment and the Canadian govern- 
ment are founded on the idea of giv- 
ing everybody a fair show. 

“A new order of things is emerg- 
ing from the events of the last five 
years,” the inventor said. “What- 
ever may intervene, the ultimate re- 
sult is going to approach more 
closely a square deal—for labor, for 
capital, for the merchant, for the 
farmer, for everyone. The. employes 
who is not square with his em- 
ployees, or the employee who is not 
square with his employer, is going 
to be out of step with the times.” 

Mr. Edison predicted that dema- 
gogzues may muster a following of 
illogical radicals who advocate in- 
justice as a means of gaining jus- 
tice and “stiff necked reactionaries” 
may selfishly oppose the progress 
which destiny has decreed as hu- 
manity’s reward for the sacrifices 
that have been made, but in the end 
there will prevail a just and honest 
basis for the relations between cap- 
ital and labor. 


HARRY THAW WANTED 
BY NEW YORK STATE 


New York, June 27.—Papers in- 
tended to bring ebout the extradi- 
tion of Harry K. Thaw from Penn- 
sylvania to have him tried here on 
the jndictment charging him with 
assaulting Frederick Gump, of Kan- 
sas City, in New York several years 
ago, were ordered prepared imme- 
diately by District Attorney Swann 
today. The prosecutor said he had 
been informed that Thaw for the 
second time had been allowed to 
leave a Philadelphia sanitarium 
where he has been confined in order 
to visit his mother in Pittsburg. 

Mr. Swann said he had written a 
letter to the governor of Pennsyl- 
vania informing him of the extra- 
dition plans. The papers will first 
require the signature of Governor 
Smith, of New York.

“WETS” PLANNING 
DESPERATE F1GHI 
ON DRY” MEASURE 


Attempt Will Be Made to 
Amend War-Time En- 
forcement Bill So as to 
Allow Making of 2 3-4 
Per Cent Beer. 


NO IMMEDIATE ACTION 
PROBABLE IN CONGRESS 


General Enforcement Bill 
Has Been Reported, But 
There Is No Promise of 
S’peedy Consideration. 
Congressmen Very Un- 
decided About Prohibi- 
tion. : 


Washington, June 27.—The whole 
question of prohibition enforcement 
was transferred today from the ju- 
diciary committee to the house, 
without promise or assurance of 
speedy consideration. 

A general enforcement measure, 
embracing both war-time and con- 
stitutional prohibition, put together 
in such a way as to let one stand in- 
dependently of the other, was re- 
ported out by a vote of 17 to 2, 
after the committee had refused to 
split it into two separate and dis- 
tinct parts. this vote did not 
accurately represent the sentiment 
of the committee, some members of 
which will send in a minority re- 
port > * insist upon the eliminatiogr. 
of some of the drastic provisions. 
| Backed up by representatives from 
districts outwardly hostile to war- 
time prohibition, the minority will 
attempt a flying wedge fight in 
hope of so amending the war-time 
enforcement bill as to permit the 
manufacture and sale of 2% per 
cent beer. While the prohibition 
leaders claim to have. sufficient 
votes to put the bill through with- 
out substantial change, they con- 
ferred informally tonight to decide 
upor a plan of 7r~*'>n, believing that 
th*>e was no indication that the 
president, before July 1, would issue 
a proclamation declaring demc bill- 
zation and war-time prohibition 
ended. 


“Weta” to Make Desperate Fight. 


Anti-prohibition forces in the 
house counted heads today and 
agreed to put up a desperate battie 
for wholesale modifications of se- 
vere sections. There was wide dif- 
ference of opinion among members 
tonight as to how soon the fight 
might begin. After the bill was 
formally reported out late today 
Ch:° 1an Volstead announced that 
he would ask for a rule giving it 
the right of way, but strong objec- 
tion developed. The general view 
was that the bill would not be ca!l- 
ed up in the house until July 7, at 
the earliest, and how long the fight 
would last no one would venture a 
prediction. There was little dis- 
acreement, however, on the bill’s 
ultimate passage, for the ho... is 
counted “dry” by a big margin. 

Some of the prohibition members 
pointed out that there was no great 
division except on the definition of 
intoxicating liquor and while they 
expected a strong effort to raise the 
pefcentage from one-half of one per 
cent they expressed every confidence 
that except in this respect the bill 
would be passed as drawn by the

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Savannah Barred 
To All Aviators 
In Army Service 


Protest of Forced Land- 
ing on Golf Course 
Brings Sarcastic Letter 
From War Department 
to Mayor of City. 


By J. A. Hollomon. 
(By The Constitution’s Leased Wire.) 

Washington, June 27.—The war 
department today issued orders 
that no more flying machines from 
the aviation camps in America 
should fly over or make Savannah 
as one of their objective points 
without special orders to that ef- 
fect, and for the following reasons: 

Recently Lieutenant H. A. Bivens 
and Lieutenant William Winston, 
operating machine No. 45325, from 
the aviation field at Arcadia, Fla., 
were compelled to make a forced 
landing, while flying over Savan- 
nah, on the golf club in that city, 
by reason of engine troubles. The 
aviators landed in the golf club 
field, were seriously injured in do- 
ing so, and the machine was com- 
pletely wrecked. 

As a result of the damage done 
to the golf club~field, it appears 
that the president of the club, W. 
W. Osborne, wrote to the war de- 
partment protesting against the 
same, and in other ways declaring 
that the club would not permit the 
use of this field for aviation pur- 
poses, etc. 

As a result of this letter, Colonel 
Milton S. Davis, U. S. A., executive 
officer of the aviation fields in the 
southeast, has today written to the 
mayor of Savannah the most sar- 
castic letter, perhaps, ever sent out 
of the war department, in which he 
concludes, “Word has been sent to 
all the flyers in the United States 
to avoid Savannah, Ga.” 

The war department requests that 
the correspondence be made public, 
through newspapers, and it is in its 
human interest phases the most 
sensational story that has broke in 
the capital in years. 


DOOMED TO CHAIR, 
SLAYER REFUSES 
TO TELL IDENTITY 


New York, June 27.— Gordon 
Fawcett Hamby is in solitary con- 
finement in “Murderers’ Row” at 
the Sing Sing state prison at Ossin- 
ing, N. Y., tonight, awaiting death 
in the electric chair sometime during 
the week of July 28 as the penalty 
for shooting and killing Dewitt C. 
Peal, paying teller of the East 


Brooklyn Savings bank. during the 
sensational dayiight huldup of that 
institution last December. Hamby’s 
“nal” in that robbery is at large, 
and the man condemned to die has 
refused to disclose hjs identity. 

Alienists who examined Hamby at 
the state supreme court in Brooklyn 
today declared the youthful criminal 
to be “mentally and legally sane.” 
His attorney offered to prenare an 
appeal for a new trial, but Hamby 
gave no indications that he would 
not consider as final the verdict 
given by a jury yesterday that he 
was guilty of murder in the first 
degree, 


“DRY” NAVAL ZONES 
DECREED BY DANIELS 


Washington, June 27.—In_ re- 
sponse to urgent requests from the. 
mayor of Newport, R. L, asking 
that the navy’s “dry” zone order, 
applying to all naval training sta- 
tions, be rescinded before July 1. 
Secretary Deniels today telegraph- 
ed that the order would not be 
rescinded, and that no exceptions 
would be made in the case of New- 
port. Mr. Daniels said today that 
he had received two telegrams from 
the Newport executive, the last one 
“very insistent,” as the secretary 
expressed it, asking that the war- 
time measure be canceled at once. 

Mr. Daniels intimated that the 
order would not be rescinded until 
the president officially declared the 
state of war no longer exists, and 
by that time, Mr. Daniels said, he 
“hoped that the measure would no 
longer be necessary.” 


FOUR PROPOSALS 
OF SOUTHERN BELL 
STRIKERS DENIED 


Demands Included Rein- 
statement of Former 
Employees, Recognition 
of Union, Conference 
Board and Wage and 
Hour Adjustments. 


STRIKERS MAY SEEK 
FUTURE CONFERENCES 


Every Phase of Situation 
Discussed at Length in 
Voluminous Answer 
Made by President J. 
Epps Brown. 


President J. Epps Brown, of the 
Southern Bell Telephone and Tele- 
graph company, Friday afternoon 
rendered his answer to four requests 
made by a committee representing 
259 of the former employees of the 
company. Requests for the recogni- 
tion of a labor union, which would 
be acceptable to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, was refused; the 
reinstatement of employees claimed 
by strikers AS haye,been discharged 
for union af /HiatiOw alro was de- 
clined, as was the request to rein- 
state the former employees in a 
body; the establishment of a con- 
ference board upon a plan outlined 
by the committee was not granted, 
and the company refused to discuss 
the question of wages and working 
conditions with the committee rep- 
resenting the former employees. 

The answer, which was a volu- 
minous one, covering 19 typewritten 
pages, was read to the committee 
promptly at 2:30 o’clock Friday aft- 
ernoon, and was heard in silence. 
Chairman William Pollard asked if 
the answer did not in effect reject 
all the proposals made by the com- 
mittee. To this, Mr. Brown replied 
in the affirmative, after declaring 
that the company had endeavored to 
make itself plain in its reply to 
the committee’s requests. 


Answer Would Be Same. 


Before adjournment, however, Mr. 
Pollard informed President Brown 
that the committee would remain 
intact, and that it would be glad to 
respond at any time the company 
wished to confer. Mr. Pollard also 
asked the president if the 24-hour 
limit order from Postmaster Genera} 
Burleson prevented the return of 
the striking employees in a body, 
and Mr. Brown declared if he had 
had no order from Mr. Burleson 
upon the subject of not allowing 
the strikers to return after 24 hours, 
he would have given the same an- 
swer to the committee. 

Mr. Pollard then asked if any other 


‘conferences were probable, and Mr. 


Brown said that if any new angles 
were to be presented, the company 
stood ready to investigate them, but 
so far as the present demands are 
concerned the answer he had deliv- 
ered to the committee closed the 
matter as far as the present con- 
ference is concerned. 

Pollard then stated that possible 
future conferences would be asked 
for by the committee. 

C. F, Mann, who returned to his 
place on the committee Friday after- 
noon, stated that as an international! 
officer of the union he would like to

More Than Satisfied 
With His Peace Work 
Wilson Starts Home

President Sails From) 
Brest Sunday — When 
He Reaches Washington 
He Will Address Con- 
gress. and Then Tour 
Country. 


PRESIDENT IS OPPOSED 
TO ANY AMENDMENTS 


And His Feeling Is Very 
Strong Against Fall Res- 
olution Declaring Peace 
With Germany — Presi- 
dent Will Bring Signed 
Treaty of Alliance With 
France. 


Paris, June 27.—The sojourn of 
President Wilson in Europe’ will 
come to an end tomorrow when he 
starts homeward immediately fol- 
lowing the signing of the peace 
treaty. All arrangements for his 
departure have been completed and 
the special presidential train will 
leave the Gare des Invalides at 
9:30 Saturday evening. It will ar- 
rive at Brést on Sunday morning, 
where the president will board the 
steamship George Washington, 
which sails about noon. 

On his arrival in the United States 
President Wilson will go straight to 
Washington to lay before congress 
the results of the peace conference. 
He will leave soon afterward for an 
extended téur of the country for 
the purpose of explaining directly 
to the people all questions relating 
to the peace treaty and the league 
of nations covenant. 


Wilson More Than Satisfied. 


The president goes back to the 
United States more than satisfied, 
his friends say, with the net result 
of the conference, and, all things 
considered, it is his opinion that the 
conference has been a wonderful 
success. While it is regarded as a 
disadvantageous peace for Germany, 
yet against this it is held that Ger- 
many committed a great wrong and 
quite naturally and inevitably must 
make just reparation for that wrong. 

But outside of German results, 
the conference is viewed -jn presi- 
dential quarters as liberating peo- 
ples who never before had a chance 
of liberty, such as Poland, Jugo- 
Slavia and Czecho-Slovakia. Also 
the conference is credited with 
banding together the people of the 
world to make the peace regime en- 
during. Other larger results, it was 
pointed out, are the giving of a 
charter to labor, removing restric- 
tions on international intercourse 
and many other international re- 
sults which can be summed up as 
“a colossal business, such as the 
world never dreamed of before.” 

He Objects to Amendment. 

The peace treaty and the league 
of nations covenant should be rati- 
fied without amendment, according 
to the presidential view, as it is 
understood, for certain definite rea- 
sons, namely, that if any one power 
seeks to make amendmenta then 
the war will not be over until every 
one of the twenty-one associated 
nations learns the results of the 
amendments. This can only be done 
through processes of negotiation, 
and it is held that it would be a 
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ARMY OF 325000 
FORUNIED STATES 


Senate and House Con- 
ferees Agree—Total 75,- 
000 Less Than Fixed by 
Senate and 25,000 More 
Than House Wanted. 


Washington, June 27.—Senate and 
house conferees on the army ap- 
propriation bill late today reached 
an agreement to fix the average size 
of the 1920 army at 325,000 officers 
and men. This total is 75,000 less 
than that proposed by the senate and 
25,000 more than the strength au- 
thorized originally by the house. 

The agreement, reached after the 
members of the conference commit- 
tee had talked with General March, 
chief of staff, means that for the 
last niné months of the year ending 
June 30, 192@, the army will be com- 
posed of 225,000 officers and men,, 
made necessary by the surplus above 
325,000 during the next tnree months. 

in announcing that 325,000 was the 
figure agreed upon, Chairman Wads- 
worth, of the senate military com- 
mittee, said that it was the lowest 
number that could be named and 
still keep the army within the limits 
prescribed by the national defense 
act which required the maintenance 
of an army of 225,000, 

With the size of the army dis- 
posed of, the conferees made rapid 
progress in considering the bill to- 
day but another meeting will be 
held tomorrow at which the applica- 
tions for aviation, ordnance and 
other remaining items will be con- 
sidered. 

Efforts of the house conferees to 
reduce increased senate appropria- 
tions in part were successful, the 


4 senate appropriation of $15,000,000 


for barracks and quarters being cut 
in half while that of $3,500,000 for 
the signal corps was reduced to $3,- 
250,000. The senate appropriation of 
$430,000, for the military intelligence 
branch was reduced to $400,000. 

Senate amendments fixing tne sal- 
ary of C. W. Hare, director of sales 
and in charge of disposing of sur- 
plus war materials, at $12,090 a year 
and the senate appropriation of 
$14,000 for the Washington-Alaskan 
military cable were accepted by the 
house managers. The house provi- 
sion to make Fort Sill, Oklahoma, a 
small arms school but eliminated by 
the senate was restored by the con- 
ferees. :

CHINA REJECTS TREATY 
BECAUSE OF SHANTUNG 


Chinese Delegates Claim 
They Were Not Allowed 
to Make Reservations 
and Were Also Refused 
Privilege of Making Dec- 
laration When Treaty Is 
Signed. 


New York, June 27.—(By Asso- 
ciated Press, Summary of EKuropean 
Cables of the Day.)—Everything is 
in readiness for the signing Satur- 
day afternoon by the Germans of 
the peace treaty framed by the 
entente and associated powers. 

Dr. - Herrman Mueller, foreign 
minister in the new German cabi- 
net, and Dr. Bell, chief of the colo- 
nial office, designated as Germany @ 
signatories to the momentous docu- 
ment, arrived in Versailles late Fri-, 
day night in order to carry out the 
promise of the cabinet and the na- 
tional asssembly to seal the com- 
pact. 

That the Germans are still dis- 
Satisfied with the terms of the 
treaty is indicated by reports that 
Dr. Mueller and Dr. Bell left Ber- 
lin for Versailles secretl¥, fearing 
attempts on their lives. 

China Will Not Sign. 

An eleventh-hour discordant note 
has been struck by the Chinese 
delegates, who alinéunced that they 
will not affix their signature to 
the treaty because China will not 
be allowed to make - reservations 
concerning the province of Shan- 
tung. 

President Wilson is expected to 
sail homeward on the steamer 
George Washington from Brest Sun- 
day afternoon.

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Yoncerning Our Reply 


The Telephone Company has made written reply to 
the requests made upon it by a committee representing 
a number of its former employees. You may be inter- 
ested in a brief summary of ourreply. — 

One request was for the reinstatement by the company 
of all discharged or demoted employees to their “for- 
mer rank and seniority rights and that they hereafter be 
given a fair and impartial hearing before a committee se- 
lected by them and those whom the committee may des- 
ignate to act in their behalf at the hearing. 


We could not accede to this. So long as we have the 
responsibility of maintaining an organization such as 
ours, we cannot agree to delegate to others either the au- 
thority or responsibility of deciding questions of _ who 
should or should not enter or leave the service of the 
company. : 

_It was also requested that those former employees, 
represented by the committee, who left the service of 
the company owing to the controversy, be permitted to 
return in a body and be reinstated to their former rank 
and seniority rights. 

Justice to the loyal emplovees who rendered the pub- 
lic a service so essential to the health and welfare of the 
community, precludes our agreeing that the former em- 
ployees should re-enter our service in a body. Many of 
those we are now asked to reinstate attempted not only 
to interfere with and prevent our loyal employees from 
continuing to discharge their duty to you and to the 
company, but to prevent them from exercising their 
rights as American citizens to labor when, where and 
for whom they pleased. 

The obligation of the company to you and to the pub- 
lic generally on this score, although different, is no less 
strong. Loyal co-operation among those engaged ‘in 
furnishing telephone service is a primary requisite. To 
fail to recognize. and protect loyal operators would be a 
direct blow at efficient service. , 

To attempt to conduct our business upon the theory of 
seniority, by which plan length of service would deter- 
mine the entitlement to. position, provided the employee 
desired such position, without reference to _ personal 
characteristics or special qualifications for the position, 
would result in discrimination against efficiency in fa- 
vor of inefficiency. 

We have simple and effective ways by which employ- 
ees may have the facts and circumstances of any action 
of the company, or of his or her immediate superiority. 
affecting their relations with the company, reviewed by 
the ultimate officials. This plan contemplates dealing 
with the employees individually or collectively about any 
matter between them and the company—thus preserving 
the rights of the individual, while affording collective 
bargaining. 

We could not properly substitute for this the suggest- 
ed plan which in effect takes out of the hand of the 
management the control of the forces. 

The adjustment of wages and working conditions not 
having been raised on or before June 2, the time these 
former employees left the company, this question was 
not and could not have been in any way concerned with 
or have formed a part of the reasons why ‘they left the 
service of the company. 

Such of the former employees, whether represented bv 
the committee or not, who may re-enter the service of 
the company will find simple and effective means by 
which, if they care to, they may either individually, or 
with the other employees collectively, discuss this mat- 
ter with the company. 

We cannot accede to the request that we enter into an 
agreement with any outside organization on matters of 
management between the company and its employees. 


The committee would not accept the proposition that 
each and every American citizen has the right to labor 
when, where and for whom he or she pleases, but quali- 
fied this by stating that such right existed only so long 
as it did not interfere with the wishes or rights of a ma- 
jority. 

The obligation of the company to its employees and to 
the public will not permit it to accept this view. 

As a public utility we are a servant of the public. The 
service we furnish is of the first importance in the busi- 
ness and family life of the community: communication 
between the buyer and the seller, the shipper and the car- 
rier; the doctor and the patient. The service must be 
prompt, reliable and continuous. 


The interests of the public, the company and the em- 
plovees are interrelated, but to the efforts of the em- 
ployees directed by the officers of the company the pub- 
lic must look for this service. Where the liberties of 
those who desire to deal individually are denied, where 
the special qualifications and superior abilities of some 
are ignored, where employees believe in and practice a 
divided loyalty and where discipline is impossible and re- 
sponsibility to superiors is eliminated, the public cannot 
be properly or efficiently served because organizations 
such as ours would not be possible.

When asked for an estimate of 
the cost of yo pee | Hemphill avenue 
Mr. Collier stated that he thought 
it could be done for approximately 
$90,000 or about $3 a yard, if the 
construction was carried from North 
avenue to the waterworks. 

It was reported that the county 
commissioners had agreed to pay 
the city’s share of the expense, which 
will amount to about $23,000. The 
city, Dr. Freeman said, has already 
advertised for bids, which will be 
opened July 7.

491,000,000 VOTED 
FOR SniP BUILDING 


Washington, June 27.—Increase in 
the shipping board fund from $276,- 
000,000 to $491,000,000 for comple- 
tion of the government’s authorized 
‘shipbuilding program was approved 
by the senate with but one dissent- 
ing vote at a late session tonight 
held in an effort to pass the sundry 
civ)l appropriation bill. 

Legislation designed to aid the 
government in its campaign against 
bomb-throwers, anarchists and rad- 
»icals was adopted by the senate aft- 
er long and bitter denunciation of 
lawesreakers. The committee amend- 
iment extending permanently the 
war-time law providing for strict 
federal legislation of sale, manufac- 
ture and distribution of explosives 
also Was _,pproved. 


democrat, of Utah, urged deporta- 
tion of I. C. I. K. Martens, New 
York representative of the Russian 
soviet. He also advocated removal 
by President Wilson of Frederick 
C. Howe, New York immigration 
commissioner. : 

Senator Sherman, republican, of 
Illinois, also attacked Martens and 
Howe, and added that President 
Wilson should ‘separate himself 
from men of that type.”

“twilight zone of constitutionality,” 
but urged that doubt of the govern- 
ment’s power be resolved in favor 
of the government. 
Committee amendments increas- 
ing the house anpropriation of $2,- 
to $12.900,000 for the con- 
struction of the Alaskan railroad 
was accepted by the senate by a 
roll call before recessing until to- 
morrow. 

Protracted debate on the. ship- 
building appropriation item and the 
committee amendment to cut off a!l 
funds from the tariff commission 
caused several important items, in- 
cluding $10,000,000, the appropria- 
tion for acquisition of the Cape Cod 
canal, to be passed over until tomor- 
row, thereby preventing passage of 
the measure tonight as planned. 

There was little ovposition, how- 
ever, to the shipbuilding increase, 
which merely authorizes ‘sufficient 
money to complete projects already 
under way. The house appropria- 
tion for the shipping board’s use it 
was explained, was due to a miscal- 
culaticn. 


RAILRQADS DROPPING 
WOMEN WORKERS 


Washington, June 27.—Steady re- 
duction in the number of women 
employed by railroads is taking 
place as the result. of demobiliza- 
tion and the return of men to their 
old jobs. From a high mark of 
101,785 women employees, October 
1, 1918, the number: had decreased 
14.3 percent by April 1, when 85,392 
still were on the payrolls. The drop 
was greatest in the east, 17.7 per 
cent of the women employed there 
being released, as compared with 
6.5 per cent in the south and 11.4 
per cent in the west. 

The first women to be let off 
were those engaged in heavy work 
in round houses and shops. In the 
clerical occupations; such as ticket 
selling, where 72 per cent of the 
women were used, small reduction 
has taken place, 68,129 still being 
employed, many of whotn. likely 
will remain with the railroads per- 
manently. 

Statistics compiled by the railé- 
road administration show that 5,000 
women were employed in shops and 
1.000 in round houses in 1918, doing 
work as boilermakers, blacksmiths 
and machinists. There were 377 
women employed as station agents, 
50 as switch tenders, 931 pushine 
trucks and 518 assigned as watch- 
women.

PLANS FOR CONTROL 
OF CRAIN SHIPMENTS 


Washington, ‘une 727.~Definite 
Plans for controlling shipments of 
grain to prevent railroad conges- 
tion and excess accumulation at pri- 
mary markets, involving a dual sys- 
tem of individual and blanket per- 
mits were announced tonight’ by 
Director General Hines. 

Grain control committees will be 
appointed in Duluth, Minneapolis, 
St. Louis and Omaha, to adnrinister 
control of grain movements to the 
Principal primary markets, in their 
respective territories. The 
ket jurisdiction of. 
committee will include St. Paul, 
Milwaukee, Chicago and Peoria: of 
the Omaha committee, Council 
Bluffs, Detroit, Toledo, Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis, Wichita 
and Fort Worth; the St. Louis com- 
mittee, East St. Louis, Kansas City 
and St. Joseph, and the territory 
of the Duluth committee will  in- 
clude Superior. Each committee 
will consist of three members, it is 
said, two representing the railroad 
administration and one the United 
States grain corporation’s transpor- 
tation division. 

The movement of grain from rural 
points to primary markets will be 
eontrolled bythe issuance of 
blanket permits to the 
railroads entering those 
while control of the movement -be- 
tween the foregoing primary mar- 
kets as well as from all points to 
Atlantic or gulf ports will be ex- 
ercised through the issuance of in- 
dividual permits to the shipper. 

Explaining the operation of 
system Mr..Hines said: 

“The individual permit system 
contemplates that before a shipper 
of grain may load a car, he shall 
first have secured an_ individual 
transportation permit from the 
grain control committee at the mar- 
ket involved. The blanket permit 
system contemplates that permits 
shall: be issued by the grain control 
committee directly to the individual 
railroads and not to shippers. Fach 
grain control committee will ascer- 
tain the number of carloads of grain 
its market can daily absorb, and will 
then allocate this number among the 
different lines serving tne market 
on a fair and equitable basis, due 
consideration also being given in the 
distribution, to connectine lines 
whose own lines do not reach the 
market directly. Under this plan, 
each railroad will only be permitted 
to load daily the number the car- 
loads prescribed by the committee 
and each railroad will be expected 
to distribute its loading as between 
its shippers in as fair a manner as 
possible. , 

“The circumstances surrounding 
transportation between primary 
markets and also to seaports are 80 
different from the circumstances at- 
tending the gathering service from 
country stations to primary markets 
that to extend the blanket system 
to include this transportaion would 
not effect the proper results. This 
tonnage is usually offered in large 
lots by comparatively few shippers, 
and in the case of seabord traffic, 
is subject to individau steamship 
contracts, which contracts are con- 
firmed by proper raflroad authori- 
ties before the permits are issued,

Assert They Were Pow- 
erless to Prevent Scut- 
tling by Germans—Con- 
ditions of Armistice 
Blamed—Armed Guards 
Barred. 


Washington, June 27.—No effec- 
tive measures could have been 
taken by the British admiralty to 
prevent scuttling of the German 
fleet at Scapa Flow without vio- 
lating the terms of the armistice, 
said a statement issued tonight by 
the British embassy. The fact that 
the ships were merely interned and 
not surrendered, said the _ state- 
ment, prevented the placing of 
armed guards on board. Even had 
this been done, it was said, it would 
not have been a guarantee against 
the sinking of the ships, because the 
German crews, with their expert 
knowledge of the complex valve 
machinery, would have found it a 
comparatively easy matter to open 
the valves without detection. 

It was originally recommended to 
the allied naval council by the naval 
adviser of the British admiralty, 
the statement said, that armistice 
terms provide for surrender instead 
of internment of the German ships, 
but the recommendation, it was said, 
was overruled by the council. 

Decision to Intern. 

“It should be clearly understood,” 
the embassy statement said, “that 
the decision for the German ships. 
to be interned, and not surrendered, 
was made by the heads of the allied 
governments. 

“The naval adviser of the admi- 
ralty recommended the surrender, 
and not internment, but this advice 
was overruled by our. allies. The 
decision then taken has, of course, 
controlled the situation ever since, 
and made prevention of scuttling 


impossible. 

“It was origthally intended that 
the ships could be interned in neu- 
tral harbors, in which case it is 
clear that it would not have been 
possible for the allies to have 
placed armed guards onboard. In 
view of the difficulties concerning 
internment in neutral ports, the al- 
lied naval council agreed that they 
should be interned at Scapa Flow, 
and that the commander-in-chief of 
the grand fleet should carry out the 
necessary measures. 

“These necessary measures Were, 
therefore, intended to be of the na- 
ture, as far as possible, similar to 
those that would have been put in 
force in a neutral port, and for this 
reason the placing of an armed 
guard on board was not considered 
admissible. 

Armer Guard Useless. 

“Bven if an armed guard had been 
put on board the ships, the presence 
of the German care and maintenance 
parties would alone have rendered 
it impossible to guarantee that the 
ships would not be sunk. Their 
size and the complexity of their 
inachinery would make it a compar- 
atively easy matter for a few men, 
with the detailed knowledge which 
they possess, to open the neces- 
sary valves or to take other ade- 
quate steps without the knowledge 
of their guards. 

In accordance with their ‘status 
of internment. inter-communication 
between the German ships was au- 
thorized to the extent that the Ger- 
man admiral was permitted to visit 
the ships and correspondence with 
the sick, doctors and chaplains were 
distributed by the British boats. 
Coal, oil and water were supplied 
by British sources, but provisions 
and other supplies came from Ger- 
many. Mails, both outgoing and in- 
going, were censored. 

Ships Still German Property. 


“The conditions of internment 
placed the interment of the ships 
under the surveillance of the allies 
so that if hostilities were renewed 
the latter would be in a position to 
seize the ships, they still, however, 
remained German property with 
German personnel in charge of their 
upkeep and accordingly facilities of 
inter-communication could not be 
denied to the German admiral who 
was in charge of the discipline and 
the internment economically. 

“If a British guard had been put 
on board these ships it would have 
been an unquestionable breach of 
the terms of the armistice. 

“The care and maintenance par- 
ties on board had been reduced from 
1,700 to 1,000 men being sent back 
to German owing to sickness or 
breaches of discipline. No men were 
sent from Germany to take their 
places, 

‘Admiral von Reuter stated ver- 
bally that on his own responsibility 
he had given orders for the ships 
to be sunk being under the impres- 
sion that the r~--'«tice had ceased 
on Saturday. 

“Great Britain acted in this mat- 
ter as she has acted on every other 
matter in this war. She has ad- 
hered to the terms of the armistice 
and has obeyed the laws of war and

Berlin, June 27.—The

or a monarchy to include East Prus- 
sia, West Prussia and Poset. The 
plan, he says, was favored by Adolph 
von Batocki, president of East Prus-

low, president of Posen. 

_ Herr Wig, the national commis- 
sioner for Posen and the two Prus- 
sian provinces, the correspondent 
declares, was to head the movement 
and was to be in charge of the mili- 
tary forces which were to make an 
immediate attack as soon as the 
peace treaty was signeu. 

The plan was disclosed, it is 
added, when various generals inter- 
ested had a conference with the gov- 
ernment leaders at Weimar. Gen- 
eral Groener, at present the chief 
commander, it is declared, was the 
first to decide to abandon the plan. 
Mathias Erzberger, head of the Ger~ 
man armistice commission, and Herr 


Hoersing, the commissioner for upper 


Silesia, also were involved. Gustav 
Noske, the minister of defense, the 
correspondent asserts, had a diffi- 
cult task in persuading Erzberger 
t6 give up the plan. The govern- 
ment, it is declared, feared that 
Hoersing, instead of operating 
against the Poles with the troops 
under his command, would turn 
about and march on Berlin, in an 
attempt to re-establish the former 
emperor on the throne. 


KITCHIN DENOUNCES

Washington, June 27.—Statements

Lack of a quorum at a special 
meeting of council Friday afternoon 
automatically held up action on a 
request by Mayor Key that $1,000 he 
appropriated by the city to match

If council grants the appropria- 
tion it will have to do so over the 
ruling of the’city attorney, since 
in response to a request for an 
opinion from Alderman Harvey 
Hatcher he ruled that such an ip- 
propriation would be illegal. 

A quorum of general council was 
present and they adopted an ad- 
verse report from the charter re- 
vision committee on a proposed char- 
ter amendment fathered by Alder- 
man J. H. Ewing to amend section 
121 of the charter providing that 
the mayor and general council shall 
have authority to levy and collect 
an ad valorem tax not exceeding 274 
per cent upon property described in 
this section, instead of 1% per cent 
as now provided. The section re- 
fers to realty. 

Council voted favorably on the 
following amendments recommended 
by the charter revision committee. 
A proposed amendment of which 
Alderman Hatcher is the author, to 
provide that the lien of the city 
now established by charter provision 
against abutting property for street 
paving, paving repairs, sewers, side- 
walks, curb, water and sewer con- 
nections, gutters, and all other like 
assessments in favor of the _ city 
shall attach and become fixed on 
the date of the assessment or com- 
pletion of such work. 

A proposed charter amendment to 
increase the cost of assessment for 
sewer construction from 70 cents per 
lineal foot to $1,45 per lineal foot. 
This proposal has been endorsed by 
the sewer committee of council. 

Another was the “baby bond” plan 
of Councilman J. R. Nutting by 
which property owners and the 
street car company would be as- 
sessed the entire amount of the ex- 
pense of paving’ streets, but be giv- 
en the privilege of paying the cost 
in ten annual installments. Also in 
this connection, a resolution request- 
ing a constitutional amendment to 
permit cities of 150,000 population 
to issue street improvement bonds 
without submitting the question to 
a vote of the people, was passed.

Human Bones Found 
In a New York Hotel 
Relics of a Murder 


New York, June 27.—Human bones 
found in a brown leather bag to- 
night in a Mills hotel here were 
declared to be relics of a murder by 
Dr. George Hohmann, assistant med- 
ical examiner, to whom they rere 
were referred by the police. The 
bag was checked at the hotel in 
November, 1915, and never had been 
claimed. 

“The bones show every indication 
that a murder has been committed,’ 
declared Dr. Hohmann, “because of 
the way they are mutilated.” 

It was at first believed by the po- 
lice that the gruesome find was the 
property of a medical student be- 
cause of marks of a saw on some of 
the bones, but this theory was dis- 
counted by Dr. Hohmann. The bones 
included the skull of a man about 
40 years old. : 

Medical Examiner Norris agreed 
with Dr. Hohmann that the bones 
were proof of a murder. The leather 
case in which the bones were found 
bore the blurred initials “I. N. A.’ 
The bag had been forgotten and 
was found only when a general 
cleaning out of the checking room 
was undertaken.

An old French general told me onee 
that with equal training he would 
pather command a regiment of 
Americans than a regiment of 
Poilus.

Miss Smith said that when she left 
France there was a feeling preva- 
lent that the Huns had not been 
punished enough, but should have 
been pursued to a crushing military 
defeat. 

Miss Smith began her Red Cross 
work in Paris as head of an im- 
‘portant bureau. In September she 
was placed in charge of civilian 
relief work at Carcossonne and for 
four months directed the task of 
caring for French ‘refugees.

She intimated that 
it is unlikely that she will remain 
in Atlanta. 


Abundance of Land 
Is Now Available 
For Returned Men 


By Florence Weston Thompson. 
(By The Constitution’s Leased Wire.) 
Washington, June 27.—In connec- 
tion with the large number of bills 
being introduced in congress this 


year having to do with homesteads 
for returning soldiers, some doubt 
has been expressed as to whether 
there would be enough land to sup- 
ply all of the men who want it. 

There is today approximately 
222,448,225 acres of unappropriated 
public lands in the United States, 
exclusive of Alaska, and there are 
304,281,760 in Alaska, according to a 
report from the general land office, 
department of interior. 

This is principally dry farming or 
frazing lands, though there are 
scattered areas of good crop lands 
in some districts. 

Land openings will occur in the 
near future in the following states: 
Alabama, Wyoming, California, Ne- 
vada, Colorado, Idaho and also in 
Alaska. 

The following facts indicate that 
the land is being taken steadily by 
homesteaders: The original home- 
stead act was approved and signed 
by Abraham Lincoln, May 20, 1862. 
From the passage of that act to July 
1, 1918, 250,000,000 acres have been 
covered by final homestead entries. 
Fifty-seven millions of acres have 
been entered under the homestead 
laws since July 1, 1913. 


CASE OF IRELAND LAID 
BEFORE CLEMENCEAU 


Paris, June 27.—The delegation 
here representing Irish societies in 
the United States has been notified 
that the Irish question so far as the 
peace conference is concerned, has 
been left in the hands of Premier 
Clemenceau, the president of the cin- 
ference. 

Frank P. Walsh and Edward F. 
Dunne, the delegates remaining 
here, will sail for the United States 
Saturday. 

The Irish commission has estab- 
lished permanent headquarters here 
and will act in co-operation with 
the envoys of the “Irish republic” 
as long as the peace conference is 
in session. L. F, Trigg, formerly 
executive secretary of the nafional 
war labor board in Washington, will 
be in charge of the secretariat in 
Paris. 

Messrs. Dunne and Walsh today 
presented to Premier Clemenceau a 
formal statement of conditions in 
Ireland for the information of the 
conference in deciding upon what 
action it will take in the _ Irish 
case. é

SUPPRESSED BY REDS 


Berne, June 27.—A counter revo- 


lutionary: movemetn in Hun- 
gary, during which a moni- 
tor on the Danube was seized 
by the anti-government forces, has 
been put down, according to advices 
to the Vienna correspondenz bureau 
from Budapest. 

The messages indicate the coun- 
ter-revolutionary movement devel- 
oped Tuesday. The officers who 
took possession of the montor 
used the vessel’s guns for bom- 
barding the soviet headquarters, 
while numbers of their supporters 
on the banks of the river, it is de- 
clared, cheered for the cause of 
royalty. There was considerable 
rifle and revolver firing during 
which numerous persons were 
wounded. A Budapest dispatch to 
the bureau, filed Tuesday, stated 
the movement had been quelled and 
order restored. In referring to the 
outbreak, Bela Kun, the soviet for- 
eign minister, is quoted as recom- 
mending harsher measures to the 
central executive committee. 

“The present weakness of the dic- 
tatorship is responsible for these 
troubles,” he declared. “The bour- 
geoisie must be crushed without 
mercy. To proclaim Kindness and 
leniency would be to shake the con- 
fidence of the proletariat. We do 
not want equality, but the dictator- 
ship of the proletariat.” 

BELA KUN GIVES 
ADVICE TO ALLIES. 

Budapest, June 27.—“The allied 
policy toward Hungary should be of 
non-interference in our infernal af- 
fairs, and the allies also should 
raise the blockade,” Bela Kun, for- 
eign minister of the present Hun- 
garian government, told the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent in dis- 
cussing assertions that Hungary 
had been interfering with the af- 
fairs of the Austrian republic. 

Minister Kun also expressed con- 
fidence that communism would suc- 
ceed in Hungary. 

“Premier Lenine, of Russia, is not 
dictating our internal policy,” he 
declared. “We are merely following 
his idea that principles should be 
altered to meet changing circum- 
stances.” 

Asked if Hungarians wanted com- 
munism, he said: : 

“The majority is passive, but the 
minority is active. Anyway, it 1s 
impossible to us to work under 
capitalism, even with the latter 
passive. 

“I know the Gerrmans will sign 
the peace terms, and I am glad of 
it, for it means a revolution in Ger- 
many. After such a peace capital- 
ism will be incapable of organizing 
production’ there. Nor would it 
pay, politically, to try to do so. 
Peace is the last resort of capital- 
ism, but it will bring class war and 
revolutions in other countries, as 
foreseen by Lenine, who is the 
greatest man in the world.

WAITING FOR WILSON 


Washington, June 7.—The bill 
ending government control and op- 
eration of telegraphs, telephones, 
cable and radio wires was made 
ready in congress tonight for Pres- 
ident Wilson’s signature. Final ex- 
ecutive action.was taken in adoption 
by the house today and by the sen- 
ate tonight of the conference agree- 


ment which is expected to terminate 
government wire administration 
July 31. 

As finally approved, the legislation 
ends government contro] at midnight 
on the last day of the calendar 
month in which President Wilson ap- 
proves the bill, Chairman Cummins 
of the interstate commerce commit- 
tee told the senate tonight that it 
was assumed the president would 
sign the bill next month and that 
the repeal law will be _ effective 
July 31. 

The only other important provi- 
sion of the measure continues toll 
and local telephone rates for four 
months after approval of the bill 
unless sooner adjusted by state 
commissions. '
